2,  Accorling to Dorcas, Party leajers now are convinced that there is essen 
tially no difference between the Nacionalista and liberal Parties or any 
minor volitical varty, although their programs may anoear to differ, Al 
these volitical factions are to be considered bourgeois parties with a 
common aim of seizing nower in orter to exploit the masses, to enrich them 
selves, and to strengthen the vro-capitalist and pro-imperialist Government, 


3. HMB leaders were told that where the HMB does not heve a candidate on 
either the Nacionslista or liberal Party ballots, voters must boyeott the 
elections by refraining from voting, In areas where the HMB has a candidate, 
voters shoul suonort only this candidate ani should not vote for other 
yersens on the ballot,? oa 


4. The FMB leaders were told that tactics to be used by the Communist move- . 
ment in gaining power through exploiting the elections were the responsi. 
bility of the PETPA, Tre November elections were described as a weapon 
to be used by the Party to demoralize the masses and to gain millions of 
symnathizers, 


5. In ereas where the ~asses are not acquainted with Communism, or where 
‘there are no H''B-anonsored cantidates, the Party plans to sabotage the 
elections by means which were described as extra—parliamentary action,4 


6, According to Dorcas, the Philippine Cormunist movement has the single ain 
of seizing power, oni Party leajers believe that their efforts ere not far 
from success because the Philipnine masses are becom! ng class conscious, 


7. Corrunist lenders believe that the Party's struggle for power is now tyo« 
thirds won, They believe that nothing, ineluding the Party's Political 
Burean,? could deter the masses from reaching their goel at the vresent 
stage of the Philipnine Commumist movement, 
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8, tn the covrse of his discussion, Dorcas declared that the power of such 
Gevermnen! leaders as President Quirino and Defense Secretary Magsaysay 
will soon be challenged because their positions will become untenable 
against the strength of the proletarian majority. 


9, In explaining the vresent position of the Party, Dorcas declared that the 
Goverment is wistaken in the assumption that the HMB can be subdued in 
from one to three years, since even if all remaining HMB troops are killed, 
the awakening of the massen to Communist teachings will mean that no com 
orewise or peace will be pessible until a Soviet republic isa established 
in the Poilippines.
